As none will graduate in June, 
the tuition bills will be larger the coming year. It is very im- 
portant that taxpayers should attend our school meetings and 
become more familiar with the needs and cost of our school system. 

A representative from the board of trustees of Brown Academy 
will attend our school meeting and present a proposition in regard 
to opening the Brown Academy.
